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GINGER LEE NANCE, nee CUNNINGIIAil , 405 First Street, 
advised that she is presently employed by the Raynors

She further advised that she has been previously 
married to a CHARLES DAY whom she is presently divorced from. . 

NANCE stated that she and ANITA KAIZWINKEL left 
Dixon, Illinois, possibly on the first Saturday or Sunday 
of May at approximately 3;00 a.ra, in a 1961 Rambler, which 
was the propoi'ty of her forner husband, CIlARIiCS DAY. NANCE 
further advised that she is not exactly positive of the date

NANCE stated that the 
i-eason she went to this location was that she and KATZV/INKEL 
knew that a friend of theirs from Illinois, SUE HARRIS, was 
residing at this address, NAl-sCE and KATZWINKEL obtained 
their own room at this apartment the number of which she 
cannot recall at this tirae and she estimated that she stayed , 
at this apartment approximately three weeks, 

NANCE stated that she and KATZiWINTCEL then rf*oved 
to 1535 Serrano; however, she cannot recall the apartment 
number at this time and that she estimates she resided at 
this apartment approximately Ig months, NANCE stated that 
she believes she departed California in June of 1967, sometime 
around her birthday which is June 5 and that she left this 
apartment, possibly leaving behind some of her personal 
effects.

NAJ.CE stated that she has never written her name and address

NAKCE also advised that while in California, she

Whom she also met at the Vagas Club, Sunset Boulevard, 
Hollywood, California, and that she met this person at the 
time she was residing at the apartments on Serrano, She 
described this person as a white laalc, appi'Oxirnate ly 2<3 years 
of age, 6' tall, 170 pounds, red hair worn short, straight 
back but in a crcwcut.
